WeLisnoro, Pa., Sept. 30, —A very dra-
matic featare in connection with Walter
E. Goodwin’s alleged muarder of his wife,
Effie, st Mansfiold on September 3, was
disclosed in his trinl hers to-day. Four-
toen-year-old Gertrude Taylor, who ae-
companied Goodwin on the night of the
trageay, who sapposed that she was to
bacome his wife, and did not then know
that he was already married, was the
witness who told just how the alleged
crime was committed, according 1o Good-
win's snbsequent confession to hor,

The girl said that on the night of Sep-
tember 3 Goodwin, leaving her in the ear-
riage at Mansfield to hold his horse, was
joined by another man near the carriage.
Soou afterward Gertrode heard seversl
shots fired in rapid suecession, and Good-
win hurried back, sprang into the wagon,
whipped up the horse and drove rapidly
back to his father's,

Gertrude testified that she was badly
frightened, and after she bhad coaxed
Gaodwin to tell ber what had happened
he showed her a bloody revolver and told
her the tragic story in detail, He said
that he and his wife were talking, when
his friend came up and sald to her:

“Listen! there is something coming.™

afler she was down; and then he said he
“ran liko h—"",
